The structure of the eye, its powers to detect disease in other parts 
of the body, the detrimental effects of alcohol and nicotine; specific conditions such 
as cataracts, glaucoma, sarcoma, trachoma, cross-eyes, color blindness, night blindness, 
And therapy, such as corneal transplants, the latest surgical boon; eye glasses, still 
proved valid, etc. Complete with case stories from his practice, this should prove easy 
education to the general public.

‘It is not a narrative; it tells no dramatic story; yet in a series of short, 
staccato chapters, it evokes in an inimitaodle way, Miss Young's childhoed, her early 
associations in Dublin with "Ac", with Yeats, Synge, the Abbey theatre group; her en- 
thusiastic pursuit of Gaelic and Gaelic legends, her immersion in mysticism and ancient 
lores, her dedication to the Irish movement, and finally, because of the tragic death 
of most of her ‘Irish associates, her self-imposed exile to America in 1925.

Paul Robeson made possible this trip to Africa for his wife and their son, Fault, 
so that they might see fer themselves the way in which the land of their race lives, 
works, despairs, and hopes..-Working through anthropological research, Mrs.- Robeson finds 
the familiar patriarchical attitudes in South African Europeans, the long-remembered 
anti-Ne¢ro feelings, the problems of segregation and discrimination; she views colonials 
with an experienced eye of disillusion and finds little progress in white thinking; she 
does fiind that Negroes in Africa are more interested, mere concerned and aware of .in- 
ternational progress and politics ~ and that the "primitive mind" of some of the tribes 
and their reigning farilies is far in advance of that of her countrymen...This adds an- 
other cubit to the grcwing awareness of the problems of minorities everywhere ~- in its.

An .intensive investigation, from first-hand field experience, 
this warns of danger from fascist dictator Vargas and his held on Brazil, Argentine and 
her dubious future, many other countries and the current trends. He gives a picture of 
how foreign interests affect South America; he shows the handicaps of poor soil, jungles, 
mountains, desert - and how they retard progress. He indicates the gaps in transportation

(This was reported 4/1 for May publication - now postponed to this date.) Here 
is the "truth about Spain" as she is today, and more specifically about. the world-wide 
movement directed toward achieving once again a free Spain. Isabel de Falencia is the 
author of several juveniles, and of an autobiography - J Must Have Liberty - which for 
many provided one of the first eye witness records of the true significance of the 
struggle within Spain between autocracy and democracy. An introductory chapter outlines 
the plans projected by the briefly dcminant Republic, a program which inoluded land 
settlement, public educaticn, military recrganization - three factors abhorrent to the 
fascistic elements. But without the support -~.in men and materials - from Mussolini and 
Hitler, these forces would have failed. With them, the forces of democracy were defeated, 
driven into exile, confined to concentration camps in France, to Franco's prisons, to 
seeking refuge wherever there was a welcome (chiefly that meant Mexico, briefly Sweden, 
Chile, Colombia, Cuba). It is a story, based on actual record, of the reign of terror: 
in Spain, of famine, of persecution, of false propa ganda sent out by the Franco regime, 
And it is a story tco of individual heroism, of group "action, of guerilla warfare, of | 
cooperation with United Nation forces, of unflagging faith and preparation for the day 
of liberation. Singularly lacking in bitterness, this is - at times - provocative and 
challenging. One could wish the level of interest had been more evenly sustained - at 
times the organization is haphazard, ragged. But the book did help clarify for me the 
varying points of view that have emerged of recent weeks in San Francisco.

But Dr. Van Dusen is also a practical 
churchman with a keen eye to observe evidences of the vitality of the program of the 
church. In this little book he has assembled an amazing array of evidence from the letters 
and reports of our servicemen as to the vitality of Christian missions as they have en- 


@. countered it at various points on our far flung battlefield. The larger part of the book 





deals with the South Pacific and tells how our fighting men discovered the church in New 
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Guinea, in the Solomons, on the Gilbert and Marshall Islands and in the Marianas. This 
part of the story comes to the reader by way of incidents related by the servicemen them- 
selves. The author then tells the story of the missionary effort which lies back of the 
Christian life of the nations which so astonished and pleased our boys. We often wonder 
what the experience in these distant places will do to our boys. Dr. Van Dusen's book 
would lead us to believe that many of them will come back with a healthy respect for 
missions.

* Our libraries are filled with lives of the saints, and our publishers are con- 


Of biographies of St. Ignatius there are many, scholarly, 
and authoritative. Yet this new life of St. ‘Ignatius deserves a wide reading. ‘In the 
first place, it is well written, with the English language used in a manner to arrest 
attention and to give new insights into an old subject. ‘In the second place, the author, 
although a devout Catholic, does not believe that hagiography must consist of uncritical 
eulogy. The author disavows scholarly pretensions and yet he makes the founder of the 
Society of Jesus live and interprets him and his work in the light of mcdern conditions 
and in the language of the secular world of today. He himself declares that his interest 
in St. Ignatius is psychological rather than historical, He tries to make us understand 
what made ‘Ignatius do what he did. "An interpretative biography," the author calls it. 
It can be recommended to all interested in great personalities, although Catholics would, 
no doubt, be especdally interested.

The figure of this Italian churchman who died when but 23 years of age and has 
since been regarded as the patron of youth seers, in this book, to be obscured by the 
detailed description of the complicated political and religious conditions prevailing in 
18th century Italy. While the author devotes the concluding chapter to explaining the 
relevance of Aloysius to the life of modern youth, it is difficult to believe that many 
young people of today, even the devout, would find in this volume the picture of one who 
could be their guide and their inspiration. (pPubl.) 


Przywara, Erich A NEWMAN SYNTHESIS AN AUGUSTINE SYNTHESIS Sheed & Ward

An eminent Jesuit philosopher has attempted an exposition of the thought of St. 
Augustine and of Cardinal Newman by arranging excerpts from their writings in orderly 
presentation of the development of their thought. The Augustine Synthesis is particularly 
valuable because, aside from the Confessions, few of his writings are available in Englishs.

ALICE IN WONDERLAND & THROUGE THE LOOKING GLASS - $1.50 


I may be a rebel, but I cannot join the ranks of boosters for this cluttery, 
crowded picture map of Alice. There seems to me to be no design nor logic; it neither 
enriches nor stimulates interest in the story, but strikes me as an undistinguished, 
motley arrangement of watered-down Tennielesque characters from the original. The domi- 
nant pinkish tone makes it of little decorative value. Children who are familiar with 
the classic text may enjoy picking out ~ as ina dame +- the familiar characters. But 
once that is done, any value evaporates. he scenes and incidents are numbered and item- 
ized by quotations from the text in captions across the bottom. Probably the merchandise 
aspects will be increased by the use of the map as display in store windows and book 
departments.

and caricatures that seem out of the realm of a child's interest. Very wordy for the aver~ 
age juvenile audience, and large masses of unbroken text make self-reading difficult for 
beginners. Amusing enough, but sophisticated cartoon type drawings in black and white and 
full color.

A selection of seven stories from Grimm, retold without sacrificing the essential 
feel of the original and without oversimplification. The book is a nice size to hold, 
and the text is generously illustrated with 27 delishtful black and white spot drawings, 
and 27 in full color by Roberta Paflin. Personaily, I found the color work less appealing 
than the line - but I saw only sample pages, and perhaps the final job will have more 
positive values. The stories included are:- Snow White, Hansel and Gretel, Brave Little 
Tailor, Four Musicians of Bremen, Sleeping Beauty, Tom Thumb and Rumpelstiltskin.

This is the third in a series of "Musical Anecdotes", which are aimed at the third 
and fourth grade level, so span this and next age group. Once again, biography is epi- 
sodic, anecdotal form, but this seems less successful (perhaps because Tchaikovsky is a les: 
well~known figure to the non-musical public, and his life should have been put into sharper 
outline). One has a sense of over simplification, of lack of cohesion, of selection of 
rather sugary incidents, augmented by the pretty-pretty illustrations in delicate colors, 
by Andre Dugo. Colorful merchandise, with less content value than one might hope for.

Another story in her regional series (last year's Bayou Suzette might be called 
a companion piece) - This time she has told a family story of life among the Florida 
Crackers, when Florida was just bepinning to emerge as an agricultural and fruit growing 
state. Miss Lenski captures successfully the speech, customs, way of life with its trials 
and joys, in the story of the feud between the ambitious, hard-working Boyers, and the 
violent, proud, lazy Slaters. It is a story for girls, chiefly - and the alert third and 
fourth graders will like it fully as well as their slightly older sisters. Mildly dra- 
matic —- and perhaps a shade too moralistic, but all in all good regional material. Au- 
thentic and charming quality to the black and whites by the author.

This for the Junior High and High School girls interested in fashion designing 
as a career. The romantic aspects would point to the older group, but interest in the 
subject of clothes starts definitely by the early teens...Mary Bray was the heroine of 
Frills and Thrills, and now with her husband, a young aviator, in the service, she re- 
sumes her career as fashion designer. Wartime restrictions on materials give a time- 
liness to the vocational side - and there is a good deal of technical, authentic in- 
formation on clothes from an expert's viewpoint, making it a useful addition to the career 
book shelf. The story side - Barry's being reported "missing", the family attitude, the 
work in the canteen, and Mary's faith and high morale - all tend to make it more story 
and less vocation + and of course all turns out well...So-so. (5/29)

Glider Mission to Burma should provide plenty of action, but in spite of authentic 
background and detail on aerial warfare in the jungle, as a story this is slow getting 
under way. Bob Hilton goes on a special mission and succeeds in establishing an airfield 
in the jungle in the face of a threatening Jap detachment. Aided by natives, he de- 
molishes the Japs and wins over his prejudiced English superior officer to the response 
of natives to American ideals of equality.
